New York, December 4.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From Buropean Cables of 
the Day.)—The Germans, apparently, 
have ceased the reckles expenditure of 
lives of their troops in trying to blot 
out the Cambrai salient held by Gen- 
eral Byng’s forces. After four days of 
onslaughts that have been character 
ized as equaling any previously wit- 
nessed during the war, qnly the artil- 
lery now is engaged. Although the 
Germans claim the capture of more 
than 6,000 British prisoners in their at- 
tacks and also more than 100 guns, re- 
ports from the scene of battle, both 
from the British war office and from 
correspondents, have indicated that the 
German loss in men killed, wounded or 
made prisoner was a terrible price to 
pay for the very small recovery of lost 
terrain. 

While it is expected that further at- 
tacks will be delivered on the Cambrai

the German system.

General Killed When Rus- 
sian Staff Surrendered to 
Bolsheviki Force—General 
Korniloff Escaped. 


Petrograd, December 4.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—An official announcement was 


issued today signed by Ensign Krylen- 
ko, the Bolsheviki commander-in-chief, 
confirming the killing by infuriated 
members of the Bolsheviki of General 
Dukhonin, former commander-in-chief 
of the Russian armies, who recently 
Was deposed because of his rufusal to 
request German army officials to enter 
into an armistice with the Bolsheviki. 

General Dukhonin was killed by be- 
ing thrown from a train after the Bol- 
sheviki forces had captured headquar- 
ters at Mohilev, where he had remained 
after his deposition. General Korniloff, 
also a former Russian commander-in- 
chief, and who some time ago started 
an unsuccessful revolt against the Ke- 
rensky government, fled from Mohilev 
before the arrival of the Bolsheviki 
forces. 

The text of the communication of 
Krylenko follows: 

“Today I entered into Mohilev at the 
head of the revolutionary troops. The 
headquarters was entirely surrounded

Under Enemy Trading Act. 

The action is taken under authority 
conferred on the president by the 
trading with the enemy act and is de- 
signed solely for the guidance of Amer- 
ican concerns to enable them to ob- 
serve the provisions of the law. The 
act forbids not only trading except un- 
der special license with an enemy or 
an ally of an enemy, but prohibits 
commerce as well with a person coon- 
ducting trade on behalf of or for the 
benefit of an enemy. 

Any license,issued for trading with 
firms named the list will be apart 
from the regular export and import 
licenses, which must be obtained for 
the shipment in or out of the United

-_pear. On council's ballots appear the 


States of most commodities. It is pos- 
sible that in many instances licenses 
may be issued as it may be found that 
trading in certain commodities with 
those named in the list will not work 
to any advantage for Germany or her 


allies. 

To minimize as far as possible any 
inconvenience to merchants in this 
country arising from the declaration, 
the war board will classify the names 
of non-enemy firms dealing in the 
same commodities who may serve as 
substitutes for the blacklisted con- 


erns. In every case the board will 
cake pains to assure itself through 


consular officers or other agencies that 
the substitutes are not acting as agents 
or brokers for those blacklisted. It 


will not, however, assume responsibil- 
ity for their financial standing. 

In issuing the enemy trading list of- 
ficiala make it plain that it cannot be 
made complete and that those mer- 
chants trading with enemy firms not 
named in it are in no measure relieved 
from prohibitions and penalties con- 
tained in the trading with the enemy 
act. It is considered certain, how- 
ever, that until all sections of the list 
have been issued the law of necessity 
will be enforced with some degree of 
laxity. Although innocence of wrong- 
ful intent does not excuse violation of 
the law, officials see that many firms 
are likely to trade with concerns which 
might be classed as gr 4 houses be- 
fore full information is obtained. 

List to Be Extended. 

The names in today’s list were com- 
piled by the war trade board's intel- 
ligence division with the assistance of 
commercial attaches and consular of- 
ficers. It will be extended in the coun- 
tries listed as rapidly as additional in- 
formation is obtained and within a 
short time to other countries. Addi- 
tions and variations will he published 
probably twice a month, 

Issuance of the license recalled the 
vigorous protest made by this guvern- 
ment to Great Britain when the first 
British blacklist, containing the names 
of many American firms, first was 
published. The British reply, however, 
was considered in many quarters here 
as establishing the legality of the ac- 
tion. The negotiations were in abey- 
ance when the question was elimi- 
nated by the entry of the United States 
into the war. The British foreig i of- 
fice stood upon its contention that the 
measure was purely a municipal regu- 
lation prohibiting residents of Great 
Britain from trading with persons found 
to be rendering service to the enemy. 

Most of the firms named in the sec- 
tion of the list issued tonight bear Ger- 
man names, although others, evidently, 
are of English, Spanish, French and 
Portuguese derivations. The list, as it 
applies to Brazil, contains the greatest 
number of firms, with Mexico second. 

The announcement of the list said it 
was issued at the urgent request of 
Americans engaged in foreign trade, 
who sought government guidance in 
their efforts to observe the law. 

The provision of the “ape ag with the 
enemy act, under which the list is is- 
sued, reads: 

“It shall be unlawful for any persons 
in the United States, except with the

The Right of Russia

peace, independent of ‘victories’ on the 
front, or the overthrow of ‘Prussian 
imperialism.’ The recognition comes 
somewhat late, perhaps, and many will 
smile when geome | how Lieutenant 
Colonel Judson ‘make a virtue of ne- 
cessity.’ It is difficult to deny a coun- 
try the right of raising the question 
of a general peace when it is on the 
eve of a separate one. In any case 
the words of the representative of 
America raise the hope that the ques-

Germans were collected from the 
eastern theater and various parts of the 
German lines in the west. At La Vac- 
querie the enemy fought his way 
through the town and one party pene- 
trated for some hundred yards into 
British territory.

Before Joint Session —Vic- 
torious Germany Means an 
Unsafe World. 


Washington, December 4.— President 
Wilson in his address to the joint ses- 
sion of congress today spoke as fol- 


lows: 

Gentlemen of the Congress: 
Fight months have elapsed since I 
last bad the honor of addressi you. 


e been months crowd ie 


events. The practical particulars of 
the part we have played in them will 
be laid before you in the reports of 
the executive departments. 

I shall discuss only our present out- 
look upon these vast affairs, our pres- 
ent duties and the immediate means of 
accémplighiag the objects we shall hold 
always in view. 

I shall not go back to debate the 

causes of the war. The intolerable 
wrongs done and planned against us 
by the sinister masters of Germany 
have long since become too grossly 
obvious and odious to every true Amer- 
fean to need to be rehearsed. 
But I shall ask you to consider 
again and with a very grave scrutiny 
our objectives and the measures by 
which we mean to attain them; for 
the purpose of discussion here in this 
place is action, and our action must 
move straight toward definite ends. 
Our object is, of course, to win the 
war: and we shall not be slackened or 
suffer ourselves to be diverted until it 
is won. But it is worth while asking 
and answering the question, when shal 
we consider the war won? 

From one point. of view it is not nec- 

essary to broach this fundamental mat- 
ter. I do not doubt that the American 
people know what the war is about 
and what sort of an outcome they will 
regard as a realization of their pur- 
ose in it. As a nation we are united 
n spirit and intention. I pay little 
heed to those who tell me otherwise. 
I hear the voices of dissent—who does 
not? I hear the criticism and the 
clamor of the noisily thoughtless and 
troublesome. I also see men here and 
there fling themselves in impotent dis- 
loyalty against the calm, indomitable 
ower of the nation. I hear men de- 
ate peace who understand neither its 
nature nor the way in which we may 
attain it with uplifted eyes and un- 
broken spirits. 

But I know that none of these speaks 
for the nation. They do not touch the 
heart of anything. They may safely 
be left to strutetheir uneasy hour and 
be forgotten. 

What the War Is For. 


But from another point of view I be- 
lieve that it is necessary to say plainly 
what we here at the seat of acfion 
consider the war to be for and what 
part we mean to play in the settle- 
ment of its searching issues. We are 
the spokesmen of our American peo- 
ple and they have a right to know 
whether their purpose is ours. They 
desire peace by the overcoming of evil, 
by the defeat once for all of the sin- 
ister forces that interrupt peace and 
render it impossible, and they wish to 
know how closely our thought runs 
with theirs and what action we pro- 
pose. They are impatient with those 
who desire peace by any sort of com- 
promise—deeply and indignantly impa- 
tient—but they will be equally impa- 
tient with us if we do not make it 
plain to them what our objectives are 
and what we are planning for in seek- 
ing to make conquest of peace by 


Arms. 

I believe that I speak for them when 
I say two things: First, that this in- 
tolerable thing of which the masters 
of Germany have shown us the ugly 
face, this menace of combined intrigue 
and force which we now see. so clearly 
as the German power, a thing with- 
out conscience or honor or capacity 
for covenanted peace, must be crushed 
and, if it be not utterly brought to an 
end, at least shut out from the friendly 
intercourse of the nations: and, second, 
that when this thing and its power are 


, 


indeed defeated and the time comes} 


that we can discuss peace—when the 
German people have spokesmen whose 
word we can believe, and when those 
spokesmen are ready in the name of 
their people to accept the common 
judgement of the nations as to what 
shall henceforth be the bases.of law 
and of covenant for the life of the 
world—we shall be willing and glad to 
pay the full price of peace, and pay it 
ungrudgingly. e know what that 
price will be. It will be full, impar- 
tial justice—justice done at every point 
and to every nation that the final set- 
tlement must affect, our enemies as 
well as our friends. 
Voices of Humanity in Air. 


You catch, with me, the voices of hu- 
manity that are in the air. They grow 
daily more audible, more articulate, 
more persuasive, and they come from 
the hearts of men everywhere. They 
insist that the war shall not. end in 
vindictive action of any kind; that no 
nation or people shall be robbed or 
punished because the irresponsible 
rulérs of a single country have them- 
selves done deep and abominable 
wrong. It 
been expressed in the formula, “No an- 
nexations, no contributions, no puni- 
tive indemnities.” Just because this 
crude formula expresses the instinc- 
tive judgment as to right of plain men 
everywhere it has been made diligent 
use of by the masters of German in- 
trigue to lead the people of Russia 
astray—and the people of every other 
country their agents could reach, in or- 
der that a premature peace might be 


brought about before autocracy has 


been taught its final and convincing 
lesson, and the people of the world put 
in control of their own destinies.

is this thought that has 
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real empire of trade and influence, se- 
cured by the peace of the world. We 
were content to abide the rivalries of 
manufacture, science and commerce 
that were involved for us in her suc- 
cess and stand or fall as we had or 
did not have the brains and the ini- 
tiative to surpass her. But at the mo- 
ment when she had conspicuously won 
her triumphs of peace she threw them 
away, to establish in their stead what 
the world will not longer permit to 
established, military and political dom- 
ination by arms, by which to oust 
where she could not excel the rivals 
she most feared and hated. 


Peace Must Free People. 


The peace we make must remedy 
that wrong. It must deliver the once 
fair lands and happy peoples of Bel- 

ium and northern ance from the 

ussian conquest and the Prussian 
menace, but it must also deliver the 
peoples of Austria-Hungary, the peo- 
ples of the Balkans and the peoples 
of Turkey, alike in Europe and in 
Asi from the impudent and alien 
domination of the Prussian military 
and commercial autocracy. 

We owe it, however, to ourselves to 
say that we do not wish in any way to 
impair or to rearrange the Austro- 
Hungarian empire. It is no affair of 
ours what or do with their own life, 
either industrially or politically. We 
do not purpose or desire to dictate to 
them in any way. We only desire to 
see that their affairs are left in their 
hands, in all matters, great or small. 
We shall hope to secure for the peoples 
of the Balkan peninsula and for the 
people of the Turkish empire the right 
and opportunity to make their own 
lives safe, their own fortunes secure 
against oppression or injustice and 
from the dictation of foreign courts or 
el 

nd our attitude and purpose with 
regard to Germany herself are of a 
like kind. We intend no wrong againat 
the German empire, no interference 
with her internal affairs. We should 
deem either the one or the other ab- 
solutely unjustifiable, absolutely con- 
trary to the principles we have pru- 
fessed to live by and to hold most ga- 
cred throughout our life as a nation. 

The people of Germany are being 
told by the men whom they now per- 
mit to deceive them and to act as 
their masters that they are fightin 
for the very life and * of their 
empire, a war of desperate self-de- 
fense against deliberate aggression. 
Toning could be more grossly or wan- 
tonly false, and we must seek by the 
utmost openness and candor as to our 
real aims to convince them of its false- 
ness. We are in fact fighting for their 
emancipation from fear, along with 
our own—from the fear as well as from 
the fact of unjust attack by neighbors 
or rivals or schemers after world em- 
pire. No one is threatening the exisr- 
ence or ne or the peace- 
ful enterprise of the German empire. 


Worst for German People. 


The worst that can happen 
detriment of the German — 4 tale 
that if they should still, after the war 
s Over, continue to be obliged to live 
under ambitious and intriguing masters 
interested to disturb the peace of the 
world, men or classes of men whom the 
other n of the world could not 
trust, it might be impossible to admit 
them to the partnership of nations 
which must henceforth guarantee the 
world's peace. That partnership must 
be a partnership of peoples, not a mere 
2 governments. It might 
| ossible, also, in su 
—— to ad ar ng tog 
ree economic intercourse which 
inevitably spring out of the other — * 
nerships of a real peace. But there 
would be no aggression in that; and 
such a situation, inevitable because of 
distrust, would in the very nature of 
things sooner of later cure itseh by 
processes which would assuredly set in. 

The wrongs, the very deep wrongs, 
committed in this war will have to be 
righted. That, of course. But they can- 
not and must not be righted by the com- 
mission of similar wrongs against Ger- 
many and her allies. he world will 
not permit the commission of similar 
wrongs as a means of reparation and 
settlement. Statesmen must by this 
time have learned that the opinion of the 
world is everywhere wide-awake and 
fully comprehends the issues involved. 
No representative of any self-governed 
nation will dare disregard it by at- 
tempting any such covenants of selfish- 
ness and compromise as were entered 
into at the congress of Vienna. The 
thought of the plain people here and 
everywhere throughout the world, the 
people who enjoy no privilege and have 
very simple and unsophisticated stand- 
ards of rigut and wrong. is the air all 
governments must henceforth breathe 
if they would live. It is in the full 
disclosing light of that thought that 
all policies must be conceived and ex- 
outed in this midday hour of the 
world’s life. 


No Opinion Allowed German People. 


German rulers have been able to upset 
the peace of the world only because 
the German people were not suffered 
under their tutelage to share the com- 
radeship of the other peoples of the 
World either in thought or in purpose. 
They were allowed to have no opinion 
of their own which might be set up as 
a rule of conduct for those who ex- 
ercised authority over them. But the 
congress that concludes this war will 
feel the full strength of the tides that 
run now in the hearts and consciences 
of free men everywhere. Its conclu- 
sions will run with those tides.

We must face the facts as they are 
and act upon them without sentiment 
in this stern business. The government 
of Austria-Hungary is not acting upon 
its own initiative or in response to 
the wishes and feelings of its own peo- 
ples, but as the instrument of another 
nation. We must meet its force with 


Jour own and regard the central pow- 


ers as but one. The war can be suc- 
cessfully conducted in no other way. 
The same logic would lead also to a 
declaration of war t Turkey and 
Bulgaria. They also are the tools of 
Germany. But they are mere tools and 
do not yet stand in the direct = 
of our necessary action. We shall go 
wherever the necessities of this war 
carry us, but it seems to me that we 
should go only where immediate and 
practical considerations lead us and 
not heed any others. 

The financial and military measures 
which must be adopted will 3 — 
themselves as the war and its under- 
takings develop, but I will take the 
liberty of ag tome cr to you certain 
other acts of legislation which seem 
to me to be needed for the purpose of 
the war and for the release of our 
whole force and energy. 

Legisiation Against Alien Enemies. 

It will be necessary to extend in 
certain particulars the legislation of 
the last session with regard to alien 
enemies; and also necessary, I believe, 
to create a very definite and particu- 
lar control over the entrance and de- 

arture of all persons into and from 
the United States. 

Legislation should be enacted defin- 
ing as a criminal offense every wilful 
violation of the presidential procla- 
mations relating to alien enemies pro- 
mulgated under section 4067 of the re- 
vised statutes, and providing appropri- 
ate punishments; and women, as well 
as men, should be included under the 
terms of the acts 3 restraints 
upon alien enemies. It is likely that as 
time goes on, many alien enemies will 
be willling to be fed and housed at 
the expense of the government in the 
detention camps, and it will be the pur- 
pose of the legislation I have sug- 

ested to confine offenders among them 
n penitentiaries and other similar in- 
stitutions, where they could be made 
to work as other criminals do. 

Recent experience has convinced me 
that the congress must go further in 
authorizing the government to set lim- 
its to prices. The law of supply and 
demand, I am sorry to say, hae been 
replaced by the law of unrestrained sel- 
fishness. While we have eliminated 
profiteering in several branches of in- 
dustry, it still runs impudently ram- 
pant a others. The farmers, for exam- 
ple, complain, with a great deal of jus- 
tice that, while the regulation of food 
prees restricts their incomes, no re- 
straints are placed upon the prices of 
most of the things they must them- 
selves purchase; and similar inequities 
obtain on all sides. 

It is imaperatively necessary that the 
consideration of the full use of the 
water power of the country and also the 
consideration of the systematic and yet 
economical development of such of the 
government, should be immediately re- 
sumed and affirmatively and con- 
structively dealt with at the earliest 
possible moment. The presing need of 
such legislation is dally becoming more 
obvious. 

The legislation proposed at the ses- 
sion with regard to regulated combina- 
tions among our exporters, in order to 
ovide for our foreign trade a more 
effective organization and method of 
co-operation, ought: by all means to be 
completed at this session. 

Budget Committee Urged. 

And I beg that the members of the 
house of representatives will permit me 
to express the opinion that it will be 
impossible to deal in any but a very 
wasteful and extavagant fashion with 
public moneys which must continue to 
be made, if the war is to be properly 
sustained, unless the house 1 con- 
sent to return to its former practice of 
initiating and preparing all appropria- 
tion bills through a single committee, 
in order that responsibility may be 
centered, expenditures standardized and 
made uniform, and waste and duplica- 
tion as much as ssible avoided. 

Additional legislation may also be- 
come necessary before the present con- 
gress adjourns again in order to effect 
the most efficient co-ordination and op- 
eration of the railway and other trans- 
portation systems of the country, but 
to that I shall, if circumstances should 
demand, call the attention of the con- 
gress on another occasion. 

If 1 have overlooked anythi that 
ought to be done for the more effective 
conduct of the war, your own counsels 
will supply the omission. What I am 
perfectly clear about is that in the 
present session of the congress our 
whole attention and energy should be 
concentrated on the vigorous, rapid and 
successful prosecution of the great 
task of winning the war. ; 

We can do this with all the greater 
zeal and enthusiasm, because we know 
that for us this is a war of high prin- 
ciples, based by no selfish ambition of 
conquest or spoliations; because we 
know, and all the world knows, that 
we have been forced into it to save the 
very institutions we live under from 
corruption and destruction. The pur- 
poses of the central powers strike 
straight at the very heart of everything 
we believe in; their methods of warfare 
outrage every principle of humanity 


the very beginning of this stupendous and of knightly honor; their intrigue 


has corrupted the very thought and 
spirit of many of our people; their sin- 
ister and secret diplomacy has sought 
to take our very territory away from us 
and disrupt the union of the states. Our 
safety would pe at an end, our honor 
forever sullied and brought into con- 
tempt were we to permit their triumph. 
They are striking at the very existence 
of democracy and liberty. 
War of High Purpose. 

It is because it is for us a war of 
h, disinterested purpose, in which 
the free peoples of the world are 
banded together for the vindication of 
right, a war for the preservation of our 


nation and of all that it has held dear 
‘of principle. and of purpose, that we 


feel ourselves doubly constrained to 
ropose for its outcome only that which 
s righteous and of irreproachable in- 
tention, for our foes as well as for our 
friends. The cause being just and holy, 
the settlement must be of like motive 
and quality. For this we can fight, but 
for nothing less noble or less worthy of 
our traditions. For this cause we en- 
tered the war, and for this cause we will 
battle until the last gun is fired. 

I have spoken plainly because this 
seems to me the time when it is most 
necessary to speak plainly, in order that 
all the world may know that even in 
the heat and ardor of the struggle, and 
when our thought is of carrying the 
war through to its end we have not 
forgotten any ideal or principle for 
which the name of America has been 
held in honor among the nations and 
for which it has been our glory to 
contend in the great generations at 
went before us. A supreme moment of 
history has come. The eyes of the peo- 

le have been opened and they see. The 
fend of God is laid upon the nations. 
He will show them favor, I devoutly be- 
lieve, only if they rise to the clear 
heights of His own justice and mercy. 


Reference to Congress of Vienna. 

The congress of Vienna, to which 
President Wilson referred in his mes- 
sage today, was held from September, 
1814, to June, 1815, for the purpose of 
settling the affairs of Europe at the 
close of the Napoleonic wars. It was 
attended by the monarchs of Russia, 
Prussia, Austria, Denmark and Bava- 
ria and various smaller German states, 
and by representatives of England, 
France and Belgium.

Emphasizing the purpose of the 
United States not to interfere in the in- 
ternal affairs of any nation, the presi- 
dent asserted that no wrong against 
the German empire was intended, and 
that there was no desire to rearrange 
the Austro-Hungarian empire. He said 
when he spoke eight months ago of 
the right of nations to free access of 
the seas he had Austria, as well as the 
smaller and weaker nations in mind. 

Appearing before congress in joint 
session for the first time since he asked 
for the war declaration against Ger- 
many last April, the president was 
more than usually warmly greeted, and 
his speech was received with enthusi- 
astic applause which grew tumultously 
when he reached the recommendation 
as to Austria. Diplomats, justices of 
the supreme court and other high offi- 


'clals assembled on the floor joined in 


the demonstration. 
Wilson Spokesman fer Allies. 

The definition of war aims and peace 
terms, the most explicit ever voiced by 
the head of any of the great warring 
powers, was accepted as the more sig- 
nificant because since his reply to the 
pope’s peace note the president has 
come to be regarded more and more 
as a spokesman for all the nations 
fighting Germany. 

By advance arrangement the address 
was made available for publication to- 
day in nearly every corner of the globe. 
It probably will not appear in full in 
the Teutonic press, but the papers of 
neutral countries and the work of allied 
aviators will get it to many Germans in 
unmutflated form. 

The request for a declaration of war 
with Austria met with virtually unani- 
mous approval and congress tonight 
was prepared to give prompt response. 
Passage by the house on Thursday and 
by the senate on Friday of the neces- 
sary resolution was planned by the 
leaders, who began drafting the formal 
document soon after the president fin- 
ished speaking.

Approval of Address Pronounced. 


Approval of the address on all 
was pronounced and was .A. 
not only by the outbursts of applause 
but in statements of the congressional 
leaders. Many declared it the greatest 
of the president’s state papers. He was 
more than half an hour reading his 
manuscript in clear, penetrating tones, 
gaining in emphasis and earnestness of 
delivery as he proceeded to a dramatic 
conclusion with an invocation to God 
for victory for a “just and holy cause,” 
Both branches of congress adjourned 
after the president closed, the house 
untl tomorrow and the senate until 
Friday. Immediate steps were taken 
to translate the president's war rec- 
ommendations into action. The house 
foreign relations committee was sum- 
moned to meet tomorrow at 2 p. m., and 
the senate foreign affairs committee on 
Thursday morning. Chairman Flood, of 
the house committee, began draftin 
the Austrian war resolution, whic 
will be similar to that of April 6 
against Germany. Adjournment of the 
senate until Friday precludes final ac- 
tion before that time. Representative 
Flood plans to introduce the resolution 
in the house tomorrow and report it 
for action late tomorrow or Thursday. 
To save time, the senate committee 
plans to consider the house draft while 
it is before the lower body Thursday. 
The widespread demand for addition 
of Turkey and Bulgaria in the resolu- 


tion promises to be the only obstacle 
in the program of spedy enactment. 
Republicans in both senate and house 
committees are planning to vigorously 
urge such extension, and many demo- 
crats are in sympathy with them. The 
senate committee also has before it a 
resolution introduced today by Senator 
Pittman for Senator King, proposing 
war with all the German allles. 

The senate passed the resolution de- 
claring a state of war with Germany 
by a majority of 82 to 6, and in the 
house the vote was 373 to 50. Few 
expect s0 many negative votes this 


time, and there is little prospect of 
another such debate as that which pre- 
ceded action last April. 


No Applause From La Follette. 


There has been no indication, how- 
ever, of what is to be expected from 
the small group which has opposed the 
government’s war policies. Senator 
La Follette today did not join in the 
demonstration of approval given the 
president’s utterances. With folded 
arms and contracted brows, he sat in- 
tently watching the executive, but with- 
out applause, and did not rise with the 
throng at various junctures. 

Senator Stone, chairman of the senate 
foreign relations commitee, who voted 
against the first war resolution, prob- 
ably will be in charge of the Australian 
resolution in the senate. He has an- 
nounced his intention to give full sup- 

ort to the prosecution of the war, and 
avors recognizing the status of Austria. 

The joint session indicated its em- 
phatic approval of the president’s rec- 
ommendations for more drastic meas- 
ures against enemy aliens, including 
provision for dealing with women, of 
his strictures upon disloyalists and 
pacificts, and his declaration that in 
the present session congress should 
concentrate its whole attention and en- 
ergy on vigorous, rapid and successful 
prosecution of the war. 

In addition to the program outlined, 
the president said other legislation, in- 
cluding measures affecting railway and 
other transportation interests, might 
later become necessary, He promised 
further recommendations in such event.

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WAR ON AUSTRIA 


Many Members Want Tur- 
key and Bulgaria Included. 


| Some Congressmen De- 
cline to Comment. 


Washington, December 4.—Approval 
of President Wilson's declaration of 
war on Austria-Hungary was voiced by 
practically every member of congress 
who commented upon it. Many of those 
who approved it regretted only that it 
did not recommend also declarations of 
war on Turkey and Bulgaria. Many 
Pronounced the address the greatest 
state paper ever prepared by the presi- 
dent and declared it sounded the key- 
note for the winning of the war. 

“It was the greatest the president 
has ever delivered,” declared Chairman 
Cc berlain, democrat, of the senate 

tary affairs committee. 

(Representative Cannon, former re- 
Publican speaker, declared it a great 
message and thought the president 
might have some diplomatic reason for 
not including Turkey and Bulgaria. 

Chairman Stone of the senate foreign 
relations committee did not hear the 
address, being at the war department 
on business, but announced his ap- 
proval. 

“Teo idealistic,” Says Smoot. 

Senator Smoot, republican, said he 
thought the president’s discussion of 
relations with Germany was “too ideal- 
istic,” but added, “from the recommen- 
dation of a state of war against Aus- 
tria-Hungary to the end it was an 
American message.” 

“It was the ablest message Mr. Wil- 
son has ever delivered,” said Senator 
Underwood, democrat. “It sounded the 
keynote upon which we must win this 
war.“ 

Acting Republican Leader Gillett of 
the house and other republicans said 
they regretted the president, did not in- 
clude Turkey and Bulgaria. 

“I don’t share the president’s distinc- 
tion between Austria and Turkey and 
Bulgaria,” said Representative Long- 
worth, republican. “I think we ought 
to declare war against all three.” 

Speaker Clark and Democratic 
Leader Kitchin said they would not dis- 
cuss the message until they had had 
times to read it carefully. 

“The recommendation for a declara- 
tion of war against Austria,” said Dem- 
ocratic Leader Martin, of the senate, “is 
in sympathy with the wishes of a great 
majority: of the American people as 
well as in congress. The senate will 
be ready to consider the war resolu- 
tion next Friday.” 

Senator La Follette declined to com- 
ment. 

“Any comment of mine will be given 
on the floor of the senate,” he said. 


OF AUSTRO-GERMANS 


Many of Them Have Been 
Under Surveillance for 
Months. 


Washington, December 4.—Scores of 
Austro-Hungarians suspected of being 
enemy agents in this country will be 
arrested within a few hours after a 
declaration of war against Austria. 
Many of these men have been under 
surveillance by department of justice 
agents for months, but have not been 
taken into custody because of lack of 
dente evidence against them. 

When congress declares a state of 
war against Austria-Hungary unnatur- 
alized subjects of the dual monarchy 
automatically will become enemy aliens 
and be subject to summary arrest and 
internment.

Nearly Every Known 
Means of Communication 
Used to Scatter President’s 
Words Throughout the 
World. 


New York, December 4.—President 
Wilson's address to congress today was 
heralded throughout the world by the 
United States government. The achieve- 
ment is regarded as probably the great- 
est publicity feat ever undertaken. 

Distribution of the message abroad 
was personally directed from this city 
by George Creel, chairman of the com- 
mittee on public information. 

Nearly every known means of com- 
munication—express train, telephone, 
telegraph, wireless and submarine ca- 
ble—were utilized in transmitting the 


address. While an operator in New 
York was sending its text on a trans- 
continental wire direct to San Fran-, 
| cisco, where it was tmmediately relay- 
ed to the Orient, another at his side 
was sending a Spanish translation to 
Colon, Panama cana] sone, from where 
it radiated throughout Central and 
South American capitals. 


Relayed by Wireless. 


Wireless operators picked the ptesi- 
dent’s words out of the air and relayed 
them to Caribbean sea points. Doubt- 
less many ships in these waters knew 
what was being said in Washington at 
almost the same time the address wae 
being distributed over telegraphic sys- 
tems in this country. 

It is estimated approxtmately 35,000 
nfiles of telegraph and cable wire were 
called into use in transmitting the 
message. 

Chairman Creel received a copy of 
the address here by special courier 
from Washington early today. A corps 
of typists was put at work in a locked 
room to make duplicate copies. Mean- 
while in an adjoining room it was be- 
ing translated into French and Spanish. 
These rooms were guarded as a pre- 
caution against contents of the mes- 
sage becoming public prematurely. 

Upon receiving word from Washing- 
ton that President Wilson had begun 
delivering the address, a corps of tele- 
graph and cable operators immediate- 
ly began their task of wiring the mes- 
sage broadcast—across the United 
States to San Francisco, there being 
relayed to Shanghai, and thence to To- 
kio, across the Atlantic to London, 
where it was picked up and re-sent to 
the continent, and down the eastern 
coast to Panama for re-transmission 
to Central and South American points. 


Sent to Petrograd. 


At London and Paris the message 
was placed in the hands of the estab- 
lished commersial and governments! 
news agencies. From London the 
French translation was forwarded to 
Paris. London also served as a relay 
point to Stockholm, Copenhagen, 
Christiania and The Hague. From 
Stockholm a copy of the message was 
sent to the American embassy at Petro- 
grad. London also filed to Algiers and 
other northern African points. 

From Paris were served Lisbon, Mad- 
rid, Rome and Berne. 

New York sent the address to South 
America, the most southern point be- 
ing Rio de Janeiro. This cable runs 
by way of Colon to Chile. Colon relay- 
ed to Bogota, Valparaiso, Quito and 
Lima. Lima in turn forwarded to La 
Paz and Valparaiso to Santiago and 
Buenos Alres. 

Colon was the point from which the 
message radiated throughout Central 
America, 

In the absence of perfected news 
agencies with extensive connections in 
Central and South America, copies of 
the message were placed directly in the 
hands of American ministers in these 
countries for immediate release to 
newspapers and distributing organiza- 
tions in their jurisdictions. 


CLEMENT RETURNS 
TO TAKE COMMAND

Augusta, Ga., December 4.—(Special.) 
Major General Clement, commander at 
Camp Hancock, reached Augusta today 
and assumed charge here. During the 
afternoon the entire Pennsylvania di- 
Vision, with the exception of the men 
at the artillery range, were. reviewed 
by him. He expressed delight in being 
back at camp. The men are in fever 
heat of excitement. However, despite 
reports that are on the rounds, there 
is no statement and no indication that 
the division will get away from Camp 
Hancock earlier than next spring.

Leopold, of Bavaria, says an Exchange 
Telegtaph dispatch from Amsterdam to- 
day. The armistice is valid for a period 
of 48 hours. 

_ Advices received Monday night from 
various German sources indicated that 
an armistice was in effect on the Russo-

to the actual signing of a formal agree- 

ment or as to the period during which 
hostilities should be suspended.

PIPE g POWER 
SON TO BE EXTENDED 


President Wilson Declares 
Authority at Present Is 
Too Limited. 


Washington, December 4.—Early en- 
actment of legislation extending the 
government's price-fixing power is ex- 
pected by administration officials to 
follow President Wilson’s declaration 
in his message to congress today that 
authority in this respect is now too 
limited. 

The feeling has been growing here 
that more power is needed to keep 
down rising prices; and industry, 
speaking through the Chamber, of Com- 
merce of the United States, has de- 
clared for the widest possible powers 
for the government in this respect. 


The president touched lightly on the 
subject today, but it is Known he is 


prepared to use his every influence to 
obtain the legislation he thinks is nec-

Witnesses Tell of 
Speculations That 
Failed.

On the other hand, he said 
there was always apparent a relation 
of warm friendship and confidence be- 
tween them. 


Although on the stand two hours to- 
day, cross-examination of the witness 
had not been concluded when court 
adjourned tonight and it will be con- 
tinued tomorrow.

CONSPIRACY IS CHARGED

Six Men Indicted in New York. 
Two of Accused Are Army 
Inspectors. 


New York, December ~4—Unfilled 
almy hat contracts, amounting to $1,- 
250,000, which the United States gov- 
ernment had awarded to Sigmund Eis- 
ner, probably will be held up as the 
result of the indictment in federal court 
here today of four men connected with 


hat manufacturing firms to which the 
contracts had been sublet and two in- 
spectors of the quartermaster’s corps, 
in connection with alleged frauds 
amounting to a half million dollars. 
United States District Attorney Frank 
M. Roosa stated that Eisner, who pro- 


vided bonds for carrying out the con- 


tracts, while not being responsible for 
the alleged frauds on the part of the 
contractors, nevertheless may be civil- 


ly liable to the government, 


Those indicted are William B. Thom 
president of the hat manufacturin 
firm of Thom & Bayley, of this city, 
and a director of the Peekskill Hat 
Manufacturing company, of Peekskill, 
N John J. Slattery, second vice 
president of the Thom & Bayley Co., 
and president of Parmalee & Co., hat 
manufacturers of Newark, N. J.; Jo- 
seph Ives, treasurer of the Peekskill 
concern: Edward Slattery, foreman of 
the Parmalee mixing room, and Arthur 
C. Gilson, and Peter J. Duffy, army in- 
spectors. Thom and John J. Slattery 
were released on bonds of $5,000 each, 
Ives on a bond of $2,500 and Edward 
Slattery on bail of $1,000. Gilson and 
Duffy have not yet been arrested. 

Under the original specifications, Mr. 
Roosa said, the hats were designed to 
wear at least a year, but because of 
the fact that “blown fur“ was substi- 
tuted for the hare and muskra® fur 
called for in the contracts, they would 
wear only from three to six months. 

The contract prices ranged from $1.29 
to $1.70 a hat and thus far the govern- 
ment has paid about $1,750,000 on the 
contracts let through Eisner. Eisner's 
commissions amounted only to 4 per 
cent, while the government charges 
that the contractors, through the sub- 
stitution of under-grade materials, 
ne a profit of from 50 to 75 per 
cent. .

No more important piece of business 
confronts Fulton county at this time than 
provision for the repaving of Peachtree 
road from the Atlanta city limits to the 
Fulton-DeKalb boundary line. This is espe 
cially true of that portion of the highway 
lying between Atlanta and Buckhead, which 
is in atrocious condition, and which, if let 
alone, will be next to impassable before 
spring. 

Not a day should be lost in making the 
improvements of which this road is so ur- 
gently in need. 

The. board of county commissioners 
meets in its regular monthly session today; 
and whether or not it does another thing 
the session should not adjourn without ac- 
tion having been taken upon this extremely 
important matter. 

The board should at once advertise for 
bids for repaving. That would not bind the 
county to let a contract if none of the bids 
proved satisfactory or advantageous, but it 
would be a start In the right and the neces- 
sary dinection. 

To consider further delay—perhaps until 
spring, as has been suggested—because of 
the shortage of cars in which to transport 
paving materials from a distance would be 
inexcusable. 

There is hardly an acre in Atlanta or 
Fulton county where a scratching of the 
surface would not uncover as good paving 
stone as is to be found in the world; and 
Fulton county quarries are able to supply 
enough stone to pave every highway in 


Therefore, to transport stone from dis- 
for use on a Fulton county 
highway, would at any time and under any 
conditions be unnecessary and entail a need- 
less expense. Under present conditions, 
there is absolutely no warrant for it. 

Peachtree road should be paved now, and 
the stone we have right under our feet 
should be used for such foundation work as 
may be necessary.

Mr. Wright, who rushed to the room 
occupied by Lamar and Cromer, upon 
hearing the noise, which he described 
as “tremendous scuffling,” verified Mr. 
Shields’ statement, and added that 
Cromer continually repeated the state- 
ment that he was sorry he struck 
Lamar, but could not help it. 

Dr. L. C. Brewer, 367 Luckie street, 
and Dr. F. R. Haselton, who attended 
Lamar, testified that, in their opinion, 
he was struck a number of blows with 
the poker. 

Cromer then was told that he could 
make a statement if he desired to. He 
immediately arose, his body bent with 
the infirmities of age and his voice 
merely a Whisper as the result of ap- 
parent weakness, and told the jurymen 
his story: 

“I went to bed first and Lamar 
stayed up and smoked his pipe. He 
got up later and waked me, coming 
over to my bed in search for a shovel 
and poker I motioned for him to go 
back, which he did, but immediately 
began throwing coal at me. I could 
not tell him anything, as he could not 
hear. He then came to my side of 
the room and caught me, and I couldn’t 
break away from him. Then I tapped 
him with the poker and if I hit him 
more than one lick I don’t remember 
it. I had no more intention of hurting 
Mr. Lamar than hurting myself. There 
was not a man at the home I liked any 
better than I did him.” 

After fhe jury rendered its verdict, 
Cromer was again placed in jail and 
will be held for the grand jury on the 
charge of manslaughter, as recommend- 
ed in the jury’s verdict. 

The funeral of Lamar will be held 
today. His daughters, Mrs. Ida Maylor 
and Miss Corinne Lamar, of Macon, 
will arrive this morning, and the ar- 
rangéments will be made after their 
arrival. 

Lamar, the son of Henry T. Lamar, 
of Macon, is of an illustrious Georgia 
family, a direct descendant of the 
youthful patriot, Captain John Lamar, 
who, at the age of 16 years, raised a 
company of volunteer riflemen in Au- 
gusta in the early days of 1775. In 
the roster of his little company he 
wrote: “A company of men who listed 
ander the command of John Lamar, 
captain, to carry into effect the wishes 
of the Council of Safety for the Preser- 
vation of the Liberty to which every 
American is entitled.” 

This patriot fought through the Rev- 
olutionary war and then married and 
. was one of the early settlers of Jones 
county, where he is buried. He was 
the ancestor of Lucius Q. C. ar, of 
the supreme court of the United States 
and the well-known Lamar family of 
this state, so long and honorably 
known at Macon. The family is new 
headed by Walter Lamar, of Macon.

Il NATIONAL 


Official Batting Averages 
Are Issued —George Burns 
Led Run-Getters — Giants 
Led Teams. ? 


Two hundred and forty-four players 
were engaged in the 1917 champion- 
ship campaign of the National league. 
Of this number 170 participated in. the 
minimum of fifteen games required 
for rating in the offical averages, with 
two young stars—Roush (24) and 
Hornsby (21)—heading the list. 

Six players reached the .300 class, 
as against nine in 1916. This decrease, 
however, was more than offset by the 
gain in .290 hitters, there being seven 
the past season, as against one in 1916. 

The new champion, Edd J. Roush, 
Was born in Oakland City, Ind., May 
8, 1893, and is one of the youngest 


players to win the championship title. 
He started his professional career in 
1912 with the Evansville, Ind., club. 
The following years he graduated to the 
Chicago Americans, but was sent to the 
Lincoln, Neb., team for further expe- 
rience. In 1914 he joined the Indian- 
apolis Federal club, and was trans- 
ferred to the Newark Federals in 1915. 
In 1916 New York secured his services, 
and later turned him over to Cincin- 
nati in an exchange that also included 
Mathewson and Herzog. Roush throws 
and bats left-handed; is 5.11 in height 
and weighs about 175 pounds. In win- 
ning the title Roush faced opposing 
pitchers 567 times. He reached first 
27 times on bases on balls; five times 
on being hit by pitched balls, and eight 
times as result of fielding errora.. He 
made 141 single base hits, 19 dowbles, 
14 triples and four home runs. His 
sacrifice hits were 13, and he struck 
out but 24 times in 136 games. 

The leading run-scorer was George 
Burns, with 103. Max Carey led the 
base runners with 40 stolen bases; 
George Burns being next with 40, and 
Kauff third with 30. Charles Deal had 
most sacrifice hits—29. 

Roush and Kauff tied for greatest 
number of single safe hits, each hav- 
ing 141. Groh led in two-base hits, 
with 39; Hornsby in three-base hits, 
with 17, and Cravath and Robertson 
had 12 home runs apiece. The hard- 
hitting Cravath led all others in extra 
bases made on long hits with the sub- 
stantial total of 97. 

In team aggregates the champion 
New Yorks led in runs scored with 
635, and also led in base-stealing, with 
162 steals. The champions also made 
most single hits—1i,080. Philadelphia 
led in doubles, with 225; Cincinnati in 
triples, with 100, and New York in 
home runs, with 39, of which 21 were 
made at home and 18 on foreign 

rounds. Cincinnati, with 474 extra 
—— scored on long hits, led the 
league in this respect. Chicago made 
most sacrifice hits, namely, 202. 

Luderus was the only player to par- 
ticipate in all 154 games played by 
his club. Groh played in 156 of the 
157 games played by Cincinnati, and 
Carey in 155 of the 157 played by Pitts- 
burg. 

Based solely on the season’s aver- 
ages, the strongest batting club would 
consist of Packard, pitcher; Thomas 
Clarke, catcher; Chase or Holke, first 
base; C aw, second; Groh, third; 
Hornsby, short; Roush, Wheat and 
Kauff in the outfield. The team aver- 
age would be .301—this despite the fact

24 car returned to Atlanta 


These leagues are too dead for the 


RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 


DISCOURAGED IN ARMY 


But German Propagandists 
Are Trying to Excite Ne- 
groes, Says Baker. 


Washington, December 4.—In order- 


ing an investigation of complaints of 


alleged discrimination against negro 
men in the national army, Secretary 
Baker today made it plain that he con- 
siders most of the complaints unwar- 
ranted and due to German propaganda. 
The inquiry is to determine whether 
the war department's instructions have 
been carried out that the negroes be 
not required to do an unfair share of 
the manual labor of the army. 

The secretary, in a memorandum to 
Emmett J. Scott, former secretary to 
Booker T. Washington, and recently 
named an assistant in the department 
to look after the interests of the negro 
soldiers, calls upon all citizens of both 
races to co-operate and prevent the 
enemy propagandists from attaining 
their object. 


Discrimination Discouraged. 

Racial discrimination, the memoran- 
dum said, had been discouraged, both 
as a matter of policy and to safeguard 
the very institutions. which we are now 
at the greatest ascrifice engaged in 
defending and which any racial dis- 
orders must endanger.” 

“I very much regret what seems to 
be a certain amount of overworked 
hysteria,” the secretary says, on the 
part of some of the complainants who 
seem to think that only colored draftees 


fare being assigned to duty in service 


battalions, whereas thousands of white 
draftees already have been, and more 
of them necessarily will be, assigned 
to duty in such service’ battalions.” 

These complaints are held by the sec- 
retary to be unwarranted. in view of 
the fact that more than 626 graduates 
of the negro officers’ training camp 
have been commissioned in the army, 
that nearly 100 negro doctors have been 
commissioned in the medical corps and 
that a full fighting division—the 92d 
national army division—of thirty thou- 
sand negro troops is being organize 
“for duty in France under General 
Pershing.” 

Relations between white and negro 
men at the camps “have been worked 
out on a satisfactory basis and IMtle or 
no trouble seems likely to arise.” Mr. 
Baker finds. 


In a Helpful Spirit. 


“All of my reports,” he continues, 
indicate that the colored men are ac- 
cepting this as an opportunity to serve 
and not an occasion for creating dis- 
cord or trouble, and white men and of- 
ficers are passing over the question 
of race difference in a helpful spirit. 
What we need in this emergency is the 
help of right-thinking people in the 
cities and towns around the camps, and 
we are getting that co-operation s0 
generally that our course seems free 
from embarrassment, if German propa- 
gandists who want to make discord by 
stirring up sensitive feelings, are sim- 
ply not allowed to do their work.” 

The war department is not attempt- 
ing to solve the race problem, Mr. Ba- 
ker says, but is calling upon white and 
blacks alike to defend the country’s 
honor. 

“We are bending all our energies 
to the building up of an army to defeat 
the enemy of democfacy and freedom,“ 
the memorandum said in conclusion, 
“and the army we are building contains 
both white and colored men. We are 
expecting that they will all do their 
duty, and when they have done it they 
will be alfke entitled to the gratituds 
of their country.”

UPWARD TENDENCY 
IS SHOWN BY CORN 


Failure of Larger Receipts 
to Materialize Sends Grain 
Up But Proposed New 
Price - Fixing Leads to 
Liquidation. 


Chicago, December 4.—President 
Wilson’s recommendation that imme- 
diate war be declared on Austria-Hun- 
gary did not cause even a ripple to- 
day in the markets here. His refer- 
ences, however, to proposed new price- 
fixing led to some selling of corn in 
the last half hour of the day. Corn 
closed unsettled at the same as yes- 
terday’s finish to Kc higher, with Jan- 
uary $1.20% and May at $1.18%. Oats 
gained & to 1%c net. Provisions un- 
derwent a setback of 27 to 85. 

At first the corn market showed a 
decided upward bent, the result large- 


ly of non-fulfillment of predictions of 
larger receipts. An advance of oats to 
the highest prices yet this season 
counted also as a notable stimulus. 
Midday bulletins telling of the presi- 
dent’s attitude were eagerly read, but 
that his views would be of a vigorous 
militant character seemed to have 
been taken as a foregone conclusion. 
Accordingly, the only change in the 
market came late after news was re- 
ceived that he favored a broadening 
out of federal regulation of prices. 

Oats bulged sharply, owing to pro- 
nounced scarcity of offerings and be- 
cause of exporters having taken one 
million bushels in the last two days. 

Announcement of trade restrictions 
to meet the views of the federal gov- 
ernment weakened provisions.
